I ORGANIZATION 

G E N E R A L 

The New York State D iv i s ion of Mil i tary and 
Naval Af fa i rs is responsible for the administra­
tion and supervision of the Organized M i l i t i a , 
the State Reserve L i s t and the State Retired 
L i s t , as wel l as al l armories, a rsena ls , bases, 
camps, ranges and other Mil i tary F a c i l i t i e s of 
the State. 

C O M M A N D 

Governor Nelson A . Rockefe l le r was the 
Commander-in-Chief of the State Mi l i tary Forces 
in 1966. Major General A . C. O 'Hara , Chief of 
Staff to the Governor, exerc ised control and di­
rected the ac t iv i t ies of the D iv is ion of Mi l i tary 
and Naval Af fa i rs and its components. He also 
served as Commanding General of the New York 
Army Nat ional Guard. 

Br igadier General John C. Baker was V i ce 
Chief of Staff to the Governor and Deputy Com­
manding General <of the New York Army Nat ional 
Guard. On 1 July 1966, he was attached to Head­
quarters 42d Infantry D iv is ion for duty as A s s i s ­
tant D iv is ion Commander and on 13 October 

1966, he was appointed The Adjutant General 
of New York, both in addit ion to other dut ies. 

Br igadier General Joseph T. Wil ley was 
The Adjutant General of New York and Chief of 
Staff, New York Army Nat ional Guard, until his 
retirement on 12 October 1966. 

Colonel Joseph E. Middlebrooks was appoin­
ted Act ing Chie f of Staff New York Army Nat ional 
Guard ef fect ive 13 October 1966. 

Major General W. Reynolds Carr commanded 
the New York (State) Guard, until his retirement 
on 30 October 1966. 

Br igadier General Andrew J . Malatesta 
assumed command of the New York Guard on 30 
October 1966 and was promoted to Major General 
on 6 December 1966 . 

O R G A N I Z E D M I L I T I A 

The Organized Mi l i t i a is composed of the 
New York Army and Air Nat ional Guard; Inactive 
Nat ional Guard; Nava l M i l i t i a , including Marine 
Corps Branch: and the New York Guard. 

Deta i ls concerning the organizat ion, act iv i ­
t ies and programs of these components are out­
l ined in subsequent sec t ions and in the inclo­
sures of this report. 

II MISS 
S T A T E 

The Mil i tary Forces of the State of N ew York 
are ava i lab le , on order of the Governor, for em­
ployment in local communit ies in the event of 
a disorder, d isaster , or other emergency. Their 
state mission inc ludes: 

1. Defending the State of New York 
in the event of an attack. 

2. Prov id ing necessary personnel and 
equipment to support rel ief operations in the 
event of natural d isasters and- c i v i l defense 
emergencies. 

3. Ass i s t i ng C i v i l Authority in main­
taining law and order, control l ing c i v i l distur-

III THE STATE 
The State Mi l i tary Museum, under the jur is­

dict ion of the Chief of Staff to the Governor, is 
located on the f irst and second floor of the

bances, and protect ing life and property. 

F E D E R A L 

In a national emergency, the federal ly re­
cognized units of the State Mil i tary Forces are 
subject to mobi l izat ion by the president or the 
Congress of the United States, for act ive federal 
duty. 

Thei r primary federal mission is to provide 
a trained reserve force, organized and equipped 
as designated by the Department of Defense and 
capable of part ic ipat ing effect ively in combined 
military operations with the regular forces of the 
U n ited State s. 

MILITARY MUSEUM

War and other engagements in which troops from 
New York State have part ic ipated. On the second 
f loor, are d isp lays of uniforms, weapons and 
m ilitary equipment. 

The Museum was started over one hundred 
years ago bymen from New York State who fought 
in the C i v i l War. Many brought back re l i cs from 
Southern bat t le f ie lds; others contributed their 
own uniforms and equipment. Gradual ly , the co l ­
lect ion has grown until it is one of the largest 
of its kind in the country. Only a portion of it 
can be placed on display at any one time. 

(37) C i v i l War Colors were restored in 1966 
under our C i v i l War F lag Restorat ion Program. 

On January 2, 1967 six (6) Colors from the 
Museum were d isplayed in the Assembly Cham­
ber during the Inauguration of Governor Nelson 
A . Rockefe l ler . 

Approximately 70,000 v is i tors were con­
ducted on tours of the State Cap i to l , which in­
cludes a tour of the State Mi l i tary Museum. In­
d iv idual groups of school ch i ldren, as wel l as 
boy and girl scout troops, v is i ted the Museum 
as part of their school and achievement pro­
gram. 

The Mil i tary Museum is a place for learning 
and for contemplat ion, as evidenced by the in­
creased number of v is i tors from year to year. 

IV CAMP SMITH 

ACTIVITIES 

From March through November, the Camp 
was used to ful l extent by elements of the New 
York Army Nat ional Guard,New York A i r N a t i o n a l 

Guard, New York Nava l M i l i t i a , and New York 
Guard in the performance of weekend and annual 
act ive duty training in the furtherance of their 
appropriate bas ic and advanced training missions. 
For the most part, weekend training wasdevoted 
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to weapons markmanship, veh ic le-dr iv ing training 
and squad exe rc i ses . Annual act ive duty train­
ing concentrated on programs to increase unit 
ef f ic iency in the areas of fundamental and basic 
techniques of modern warfare. Also included in 
the 196G annual active duty training schedule at 
Camp Smith, were units of the Ohio Air Nat ional 
Guard and Massachuset ts A i r Nat ional Guard -
which units* training concentrated on prof ic iency 
in communicat ions - e lect ron ics and weather 
equ ipment. 

Add i t i ona l l y , for the f irst time in its history, 
Camp Smith provided fac i l i t i es for a tri-force 
training operation. Th i s innovation was an in­
terim basic combat training program for recruits 
of the NYARNG whose active duty training was 
delayed because of a lack of quotas at army 
training centers. The program was planned and 
conducted by personnel of the Nat ional Guard, 
Army Reserve , and Ac t ive Army. 

A s an approved Nat ional Guard f ield training 
stat ion, the Camp's superior f ac i l i t i es are very 
much in demand by smal l non-d iv is iona l units 
of the Army Nat ional Guard, ground and radar 
tac t ica l elements of the Air Nat ional Guard, and 
d iv i s iona l engineering battal ions in the perfor­
mance of their respect ive annual f ie ld t ra in ing. 
In ant ic ipat ion that the entire West Camp would 
not be avai lab le for troop use until late in July 
due to the rehabi l i tat ion and modernization pro­
gram, early summer act ive duty training periods 
were cur ta i led. 

More than three hundred members of the New 
York Army Nat ional Guard, New York Air National 
Guard, the New York Naval Mi l i t ia and New York 
Guard competed for twenty-one (21) team trophies 
and two hundred thirteen (213) indiv idual pr izes 
and medals in the annual New York State Ri f le 
and P i s t o l Championship Matches held at Camp 
Smith from 29 May to 3 June, i nc lus i ve . Highly 
competitive, the Matches again proved to be the 
outstanding marksmanship event of the year and 
aided in the se lect ion of indiv iduals for the 
State Team which competes annually in the 
Nat ional Matches held at Camp Perry, Ohio. 

M O D E R N I Z A T I O N 

The second phase of the three-part program 
for the modernization and rehabi l i tat ion of the 
Camp is now 90% complete. Included in this 
phase was the construct ion of two (2) 600- man 
barracks bui ld ings with kitchen and mess hal l 
f a c i l i t i e s , together with combination air raid 
shel ters and c lass rooms. Said bui ldings were 

comp leted in July for a total cost of $ 1,6 15,248.64. 
A l so completed in 1966 were the fo How ing pro­
jec ts ; rehabi l i tat ion of the Camp's water system, 
which included two (2) new wel ls and pumps at 
a cost of $50,590.30; rehabi l i tat ion of the elec­
t r ical distr ibut ion system which cost $22,704.97 ; 
and the modernization of c lose to 30% of the 
Camp's water serv ice l ines at a cost of $64,074.00. 
The new sewage d isposa l system which was also 
a part of the second phase of the modernization , 
is now 75% complete and expected to be in oper­
ation by June 1967 with the expense therefor 
estimated to be $250,46 1.00. A l s o included in 
the second phase of modernizat ion, was a major 
part of the grounds improvement program sched­
uled for the third phase of rehabi l i ta t ion. The 
latter project included paving of new roads in 
the West Camp; insta l lat ion of 4,385 linear feet 
of sewer pipe; 29 manholes; 15 catch bas ins ; 
4 drop in le ts ; 1,130 linear feet of concrete cur­
bing and the erect ion of two f lag po les; the total 
cost of which was $ 159,9 23.32. 

Scheduled for 1967 construction are an add­
i t ional 300-man barracks bui lding and a post 
d ispensary , the bids for the foundation of which 
are to be opened on 1 March with a scheduled 
completion date of 15 June. It is ant ic ipated the 
bu i ld ings themselves w i l l be completed by Sep­
tember 1967. A l s o j n c l u d e d in the 1967 construc­
tion program is the planned widening and im­
proving of the Camp's main entrance road. 

In ant ic ipat ion that the 1967 State L e g i s l a ­
ture w i l l authorize funds for the f ina l phase, 
plans are under engineering design for the con­
struction of a 130-man of f icers ' barracks and 
mess h a l l ; enl is ted men's serv ice bu i ld ing; 
publ ic rest room fac i l i t i e s ; and improved grounds 
l ight ing. 

F A C I L I T I E S 

In addition to the new construct ion, Camp 
Smith has many other bui ld ings for b i l le t ing and 
serv ing troops, as wel l as some of the f inest 
f i r ing ranges in the state and extensive veh ic le 
maintenance shops. 

F E D E R A L B U R E A U O F I N V E S T I G A T I O N 

From March through the middle of December 
the New York Ci ty office of the Federa l Bureau 
of Investigation conducted a schoo land weapons 
course at Camp Smith for the training of its 
agents and other law enforcement of f icers. Po­
l ice off icers from faw enforcement agencies

throughout the entire northeastern United State.s 
attended the courses. In 1966 the Bureau's 
New York City office conducted a total of approx­
imately 6,200 man-training school days at Camp 
Smith - the largest in its history. 

In connection with this training, the FBI 
ut i l ized its own spec ia l pol ice course ranges 
which - without expense to the State - it con­
structed and maintains and serv ices along with 
other f ac i l i t i es made ava i lab le to it. 

N E W Y O R K S T A T E P O L I C E 

From March through November the Div is ion 
of State P o l i c e u t i l i zed the fac i l i t i es made 
avai lab le to it for the training of its members in 
weapon pro f ic iency . In this connect ion, the 
State Po l i ce conducted dai ly c l asses in the use 
of firearms for approximately 5 00 off icers from 
Dutchess, Orange, Rock land , Westchester, Put­
nam New York and Suffolk Count ies , Troop T 
(Thruway Po l ice) and the Bureau of Cr iminal 
Invest igat ion. 

C I V I L D E F E N S E 

In past years when the use thereof did not 
interfere with the mi l i tary, the Camp's f a c i l ­
i t ies were made avai lable to County and loca l 
directors of C i v i l Defense for the purpose of 
conduct ing its training exe rc i ses . However, 
during 1966, the rehabi l i tat ion and moderni­
zation program predluded such coordinat ion. 

Never the less , assigned to Camp Smith at 
the request of the Westchester County C i v i l 
Defense of f ice, are two (2) rad io log ica l mon­
itors which are operated by two (2) of the Camp's 
personnel who were trained in the operation of 
same at the County 's c i v i l defense schoo l lo­
cated in White P la ins . 

Y O U T H O R G A N I Z A T I O N S 

The Camp's fac i l i t i es were a lso made 
avai lab le to the Boy Scouts of Amer ica and 
other approved youth organizat ions on occas ions 
when the use thereof did not interfere with the 
mi l i tary; but also due to the modernization pro­
gram, said use was curtai led considerably during 
1966.
